My field of labor for tbe abolition of slavery has 
not extended to an attack npon tbe United States Arsenal. 
- In the teeth of the doonments alrea.iy published, and of 
' .those which may hereafter be published, I affirm that no 
man connected with that insurrection, from its noble and 
heroic leader down, can connect my name with a single 
broken promise of any sort whatever. So much I deem 
it proper to say negatively. 

The time for a full statement of what I know, and o. 
all 1 know, of this desperate but snblimely disinterested 
effort to emancipate the slaves of Maryland and Virginia 
from their cruel task-masters has not yet come, and may 
never come. In the denial which I have now made my 
motive is more a respectful consideration for the opin¬ 
ions of tbe slaves friends than from my fear of being 
made an accomplice in the general conspiracy against 
slavery. I am ever ready to write, speak, pnblmh, orga¬ 
nize, combine, and even to conspire, against slavery, when 
there i.s a reMonable hope for success. Men who live by 
rob Mug their fellow-meo of tbeir labor and liberty have 
Jorteitcd their nght to know anything of the thoughts, 
hreliup and purposes of those whom they rob and plunder. 

*1 y the single act of slavebolding, voluntarily 

^ j beyond tbe laws of justice and honor, 

and have become only fitted for compauiousbip with 
thieves and pirates—the TOmmon eoemies of Hod and all 
manhood. While it shall be considered right to protect 
onesilt against thieves, (burglars, robbers and assassins, 
and to slay a wild beast in the act of devouring his 
human prey, it can never be wrong for tbe imbruted and 
whip-scarred slaves, or tbeir friends, to hunt, harass and 
even strike down the traffickers in human flesh. If any¬ 
body is disposed to think less of me on acconnt of this 
sentiment, or becaose I may have bad a knowledge of 
what was about to occur, and did not assume the base 
and detestable character of ao iuformer, he is a man 
whose good or bad opiuion of me may be equally repug¬ 
nant and despicable. Entertaining this sentiment, 1 may 
be asked, why I did not join John Brown—the noble old 
hero whose one right band has shaken the foundation of 
tbe American Union, and whose ghost will haunt the 
bed-chambers of all the born and unborn slaveholders of 
Virginia tbrougb all their generations, filling them with 
alarm and consternation 1 My answer to this has already 
been given, at least impliedly given. “ The tools to those 
that can nse them.” Uet every man work for the aboli¬ 
tion of slavery in bis own way. 1 would help all, and 
hinder none. My position in regard to tbe Harper’s 
Ferry insnrrection may be easily inferred from these 
remarks, and I shall be glad if those papers which have 
spoken of me in connection with it wonid find room for 
this brief statement. 

I have no apology for keeping out of the way of those 
gentlemanly United States marshals who ore said to have 
paid Rochester a somewhat protracted visit lately, with 
view to an interview with me. A government recognizing 
the validity of the Dred Scott decision, at each a time as 
this, is not likely to have any very charitable feelings 
towards me ; and if I am to meet its representatives, ' 
prefer to do so at least upon equal terms. If I have coi 
mitted any offence against society, I have done so on tL_ 
soil of tbe State of New York, and 1 should be perfectly 
willing there to be arraigned before an impartial jury ; 
but 1 have quite insuperable objections to being caught 
by the bands of Mr. Bncbanan and “ bagged ” by 
Governor Wise. For this appears to be tbe arrangement 
Bncbanan does the fighting and hunting, and Wise 
“ bags ” the game. 

Borne reflections may be made upon my leaving 
tour to England, just at this time. I have only to say 
that my going to that country has been rather delayed 
than hastened by the insurrection at Harper’s Perry. 
All knew that 1 bad intended to leave here in the first 
week of Novi mber.

INTERESTING CORRESPONDENCE. 

LETTER OF L MARIA OHILO TO OOV. WISE. 

Watlaed, Mass., Oct 26,1869. 

Gov. Wise: I have heard that you were a man l. 
chivalrous sentiments, and I know yon were opposed to 
the iniquitous attempt to force npon Kansas a constitu¬ 
tion abhorrent to the moral sense of her people. Relying 
npon these indications of honor and justice in your charac¬ 
ter, I venture to ask a favor of yon. Enclosed is a letter 
to Capt. John Brown. Will you have the kindness, after 
reading it yourself, to transmit it to the prisoner? 

I and all my large circle of abolition acquaintances 
were taken by surprise when news came of Capt. Brown’s 
recent attempt; nor do I know of a single person who 
would have approved of it had they been apprised of his 
ioteniioD, But I and thousands of others leel a natural 
impulse of sympathy for tbe brave and snfl'ering m: 
Perhaps God, who sees the inmost of our souls, perceives 
some such sentiment in your heart also. He needs a 
mother or sister to dress his wounds and speak soothingly 
to him. Will you allow me to perform that mission of 
humanity ? If yon will, may God bless you for the gene- 
Tons deed. 

I have been for years an uncompromising abolitionist, 
and I should scorn to deny it or apologize for it as much 
as John Brown himself would do. Believing in peaci 

became hia prisoners. But because it is my habit to be 
as open as the daylight, I will also say that if I believed 
our religion justified men in fighting for freedom, I 
should consiiler the enslaved everywhere as best entitled 
to that right. Such an avowal is a simple, frank expres¬ 
sion of my sense of natural justice. 

Bnt 1 should despise myself utterly if any circum¬ 
stances could tempt me to seek to advance these opinions 
in any way, directly or indirectly, after your permission 
to visit Virginia bad been obtained on the plea of sisterly 
sympathy with a brave and suffering man. I give you 
my word of honor, which was never broken, that I would 
nse such permission solely and singly for the purpose of 
nursing your prisoner, and for no other purpose whatso¬ 
ever.

Madam : Yours qf the 26ih was received by me yester¬ 
day, and at my earliest leisure I respectfully reply to it 
that I will forward the letter for John Browo, a prisoner 
under our laws, arraigned at the Circuit Court for the 
County of Jeffersou, at Charlestown, Va., for the crimes 
of murder, robbery and treason, which yon ask me to 
transmit to him. I will comply with your request in the 
only way which seems to me proper, by enclosing it to the 
Commonwealib’s attorney, with the request that he will 
ask tbe permission of the Court to band it to tbe prisoner. 
Brown, the prisoner, is now in the bands of the judiciary 
—Dot of tne Execntive of this Commonwealth. 

Yon ash me, farther, to allow you to perform the 
sion “ of mother or sister, to dress bis wounds and speak 
soothingly to him.” By this, of coarse, you mean to be 
allowed to visit him in bis celt aud to minister to him in 
the effices of humanity. Why should you not be so 
allowed. Madam? Virginia and Massachusetts are 
involved in no civil war, and the Constiiution which 
unites them in one conlederaoy guarantees to you privi¬ 
leges and immnnitiesof a citizen of the United Stales in 
the State of Virginia. That Coastitntion I am sworn to 
support, and am, therefore, imund to protect your privi¬ 
leges and immunities as a citizen of Massachusetts coming 
into Virgiuia for any lawlnl and peaceful purpoK. 
Coming, as you propose, to minister to the captive in 
prison, you will be met, doubtless, by all our people not 
only in a chivalrous but in a Chrisiiao spirit. You have 
the right to visit Charlestown, Ya., Madam; and your 
missioH, being merciful and humane, will not only be 
allowed, but be respect^, if not welcomed. A few un¬ 
enlightened and inconsiderate persons, lauatical in tbeir 
modes of thought and action to maintain justice and right, 
might molest you, or be disposed to do so, and this might | 
suggest the imprudeuce of risking any experiment npon 
the peace of a soiiety very much excited by the crimes 
with whore chief author you seem to sympathize so much ; 
but still, I repeat, your motives aud avowed purpose are 
lawful and peaceful, and I will, as far as I am concerned, 
do my duly iQ protecting your’righis in our limits. Yir- 
gioia aud her authorities would be weak indeed, weak in 
point of folly and weak in point of power, if her State 
faith and constitutional obligations cannot be redeemed 
in her own limits to the letter of morality as well as ol 
law ; and if her chivalry cannot courteously receive a 
lady’s visit to a prisoner, every arm which guards Brown 
from rescue on the one band, aud from Lynch law on the

He had oaiculated upon, and fully expected to -.icoom- 
plisb, a rescue of a great number of slaves. To maimain 
a warlike position in Virginia for any definite period w-is 
not hia otject. The idea of his seizing the Armory for 
the Bake of the weapons it contained, he will not admit. 
He says he had far better weapons of bis own. Hia occu¬ 
pying it at all was a variation from his original determi¬ 
nation. He had decided to take Col. Washington and the 
other prisoners to the Harper’s Ferry Bridge, aud there 
establish a commanding position, from which he would 
.usist upon exchanges of slaves for his prisoners. Id ease 
he should have been dislodged, he would have retreated 
in haste to the mountains, with the intricacies of which 
be had made himself so ranch more familiar than the 
habitants themselves, and be believed he conld defy .... 
attempts to apprehend him. He bad supposed that, after 
a few days of successful evasion, he would bejoineil by 
hundreds of slaves anxious to escape, by whose aid he 
conld have perfected arrangements for an enormous 
iscne. This, as I understand it, was bis real plan. 

Tbe reason of tbe change was, he avers, that a __ 
night of the rising was very severely cold, he suddenly 
conclnded to have the prisoners taken to the Aimory, 
where they would not be exposed to the weather, antici¬ 
pating no trouble in moving off with them, iu case he 
should not be able to effect the exchanges with negroes 
before the general alarm should spread. Disappointed 
in this hope, he had only to fight to tbe end.

He walked 
with ooiisidcrable difficnlty, and every movement appeared to 
be attended with pain, altbongh his features gave uo expres¬ 
sion of iL It was late, and the gaslights gave an almost 
deathly pallor to his face. He seated bimseif near bis counsel, 
and, alter once resting his head npon his right Hand, remained 
entirely motionless, and for a time appareutly nnoonsoious ol 
all that passed around—especially unconscious of the execra- 
■' ns audibly whispered by spectators—" D—d black-hearted 
laiu r heart as black as a stove-pipe !”—and many such.

Last year, with no concert of action, and with compa¬ 
ratively little effort, a considerable number of signatures 
were obtained to onr petition, in different parts of the 
State, and dnly presented to the Legislatnre. It was the 
testimony of those who circnlated petitions then that a 
very large majority of the people of their respective 
communities gladly gave their signatures when called 
upon. Some effort has been already made with a similar 
petition, the present aotnmn, and, so far as is known, sig- 
natnres are generally very promptly given, wherever the 
petition is presented, and an increased earnestness of feel¬ 
ing in behalf of the movement is found among the people. 
Tbe demand we make npon tbe Legislature is a right- 
ms one. It is based npon hnman rights, and is founded 
in justice. The disposition, which is almost Roiversal, 
among pro-slavery Doctors of Divinity, 
and “ Democratic” postmasters, to disobey (if it can be 
done privately) lie Fugitive Slave law, and lo befriend 
the fngitive, is good evidence that, if fnliy and honestly 
expressed to tbe Legislature, by means of the Petition, the 
“will of (he majority” would nomistakably call for a 
Personal Liberty law. It is an opinion which prevails 
Gonsiderable extent in this connlry that the majority 
should rale. 

You are already aware that an Association was formed, 

; Albany, a few weeks since, for the purpose of seenring 
1 efiScient canvass of every county in the State, with 
copies of the Petition. In some connties there are a 
goodly number of self-consiiintel local committees 
already at work, systematically circnlating the Petition, 
giving to all the men and women in tbe community an 
opportunity to append their signatures. 

Recent events have opened up to os a new and a most 
Important chapter in the history of the gigantic straggle 
between freedom and slavery in America. In Jons 
Beown s nobly intended, self sacrificing and heroic demon- 
stration against slavery, in Virginia, have we heard a 
first, loud peal of that “ Liberty Bell ” which shall some 
day, perhaps not far distant in the future, “ proclaim 
liberty to the captive, and tbe opening of tbe prison- 
doors lo them that are bound.” By the terms of confe¬ 
deration in the American Union, tbe parties to that Union 
are in a pledged and sworn “ conspiracy,” and “ insnr- 
rection ” against a nation —four millions—of slaves. 
They (the slaves) have been seized npon, torn from their 
homes, overpowered, imprisoned, driven to unrequited 
toil, not “ nniformly treated with courtesy and kindness, 
and assured that no barm wonld come to them,” but 
peeled, pluodered, ontraged in ways innumerable, burned 
at the stake, and subjected to an " oppression one hour 
of which is worse to endure than ages of that which 
fathers rose in rebellion to oppose.” 

This wicked conspiracy and “ vile inrarrection ” against 
the liberty and lives of a nation has been in progress 
many years, and so far has been to a great extent “ sno- 
cessfnl.” Tbe tragical scenes of this oppressive conspi¬ 
racy transpire, mainly, south of Mason and Dixon’s line, 
but there is no lack of conclusive evidence that, in league 
with it, “ accessories before tbe fact,” cognizant of the 
design of the oouspiralors, gnilty of farnishlng aid and 
encouragement, are maltitndes of highly respectable and 
iofinential parties, all throngb the North, United States 
Senators, members of Congress, all loyal citizens, the 
chief priests and pharisees of the American Tract Society, 
and women of all the large and popnlar reli¬ 
gions denominations of tbe land. Most astonnding reve¬ 
lations in regard Ui this wide-spread “ affair ” have been 
and continue to be made by the Anti-Slavery movement 
of this country. Not ouly is there a promised security 
extended to tbe immediate actors in this guilty conspi¬ 
racy by these parties in the North in complicity with 
slavery, bat so complete and extensive is the “ pl< 
operations,” and so general its ramifications through all 
parts of the country, that, if a victim escapes to tbe 
North, tbe pledge of “ good citizeoaUip ” is that be oi 
she shall be given up to go back again to the imprison¬ 
ment and crnelties of slavery. 

It is onr distinct purpose and most emphatic determi¬ 
nation that this iahnman and “ extensively organized 
conspiracy ” shall be bboien up. We do not insist that j 
all these guilty parties, in complicity with slavery, shall 
be capitally executed, but we do insist that their conneo 
tion with so disgraceful and criminal an “ institntion ” 
shall be speedily and forever terminated. 

One good service we can certainly render, at once en¬ 
gage in, and are iu couscience bonnd to do—that is to 
labor “ with all our might ” to make our own soil of tbe 
Empire State absolutely and unqualifedly pbbe— an asylum 
for tbe oppressed and forlorn victims of the great 
tional conspiracy ” who may and do come to ns for pro¬ 
tection. Let no more go on to Canada for the seenrity 
they shonld find here, and let not another one, on any 
account, go back again to slavery. To this end your 
readers, in all parts of the State, are earnestly requested 
to begin at once the labor of circulating the petitions, and 
to see to it that the work is thoroughly done, by or before 
tbe middle of January next; also to unite with tbe State 
Committee, to tbe extent of their ability, in tbe execu¬ 
tion of other measnres designed to secure, by tbe next 
Legislature, we trust, tbe passage of an ancompromising 
Personal Liberty law. Snch of yonr readers as have] 
received blank copies of tbe Petition may obtain 
supply by addressing George E. Baker, Eaq., Albany, N.

Newport assembled together, and, after a vain attempt to 
pass “ law and order” resolutions, the meeting adjourned. 
Tbe m.jority of the crowd proceeded to the office of the 
obnoxions sheet and battered down the doors. They 
first intended to remove tbe press to Cincinnati; but when 
they arrived at the river, the connsel of the most violent 
prevailed and the press was consigned lo the waters of 
the Ohio.

Despotism trembles on his throne. John Brown, 
unfortunate attempt at Harper’s Ferry, struck a chord 
which sent a note of terror to the farthest recess of the 
South. The jailor of Paul and Silas was not more| 
alarmed when the prison shook and the prisoners’ bonds 
fell off than were the slaveholders when they feared that 
door of the vast prison-house of the slave had been 
broken down. In imagination they saw the impending j 
destrnction of the hugeBostile of Slavery, and the crash 
of its failing walla was ringing in their ears like the 
crack of doom.” They no sooner touched their beds 
than the terrible panorama of Abolitionism nnroUed itself | 
their dreams. They saw huge armies of huge blacks, 
marshalled by the arch-traitors, Garrison, Phillips, Smith 
and Giddings. The heavens reddened with the glare of 
burning cities, and, in fine, throughout the Sonth the Reign 
of Terror was established. All this was caused by the 
rash raid of one man. Bat now, when the fires of insur¬ 
rection have been quenched, and Brown, wounded, lies at 
the tender mercies of a Southern Coart—now the color 
back to pale faces and the scared Chivalry are 
themselves again. 

This bold reaction has manifested itself in Newport, 
_y. On the evening of the 28ih a mob forcibly entered 
the printing-office of TheFra South, a weekly anti-alavery 
paper, and destroyed a large quantity of type.

" The First of Angnst meeting in London was successful j 
ar as it went; bat it might have been much more in- 
terestiog bat for the ill-jndged exclosion of Miss Remond 
from the speakers’ platform. This was done by the inter-1 
vention of that kind of abolitionism which can make very 
speeches on liberty and slavery, but cannot free itself 
n some bondage or other which stops it short and 
makra it stop everybody it cao reach. The objection to 
*"T|ring Miss Remond to speak was that ‘it might raise] 
! much-vexed qnestion of Woman’s Rights ’—an eXCnse 
I low and too irrelevant to need any expo-nre here. On 
other occasions people of less preieosions than those 
objectors have enconraged Miss Remond to speak in 
London, and have heard her with the deepest interest.” 

To say nothing of the disconrteons tone in which Miss 
Martinean has thonght proper to write of those who have 
given as good proofs of their attachment to the anti- 
slavery canse as she herself has famished, there is so 
much nofairness in her statement of the facts connected 
with Miss Remand’s exclnsion from the platform of onr 
First of Angnst meeting that, in justice to tbe London 
Emancipation Committee, I am compelled to ask yon lo 
publish a brief rejoinder. With that view, I cannot, per¬ 
haps, do better than send yon a copy of a letter which I 
have just addressed to the Secretary of the Bristol and 
Clifton Anti Slavery Society. I may, however, add, on 
the best possible anibority, what I did not state in Ibis 
letter, that Lord Brongham himself, while paying a high 
tribute to Miss Remond’a ackoowledged abilities, yet 
expressed a very decided opinion against her being called 
npon to speak at the First of August meeting. Lofd 
Brongham is now a man of venerable age ; be belongs, In 
a great measure, lo another generalion ; and we, there¬ 
fore, caoDOt wonder at his prejudices, however mneb, as 
in this case, we might be disposed to regret them. Bat, 
however nofortOBate Miss Remond’s exoinsion may have 
been, I do not think that we were called upon by any 
priDciple of justice or dnty to insist upon the abstract] 
right of that lady to speak, with the certainty that n 
shonld lose the services, as onr President, of the mo 
illnstrious of living Abolitionists.

Deae Madam : I dnly received yonr note of the Cth 
insL, conveying, on behalf of tbe Bristol and Clifton Anti- 
Slavery Society, an expression of your “ regret and dis¬ 
appointment ” at the exclnsion of Miss Remond’s name 
from tbe list of speakers at the meeting we held on 
first of Angnst iu commemoration of the twenty-fifth 
niversary of West India Emancipaiion. With every dis¬ 
position lo recognize your perlect right to criticize the 
conduct of the liondon Emancipation Committee in this 
matter, I cannot help remarking that greater fairness 
would have been shown to ns had yon songht to ascertain 
tbe reasons for the exclusion of Miss Remond before yon 
pressed a reaolntion which, whether it be so intended or 
not, i* equivalent to a vole of eensore upon ns. But 1 
) make yon acquainted with the circumstances 
under which we acted, in tbe hope that yon will 
your censure was not altogether deserved. 

In the first place, then, I mast state that althongh tbe 
First of August meeting was held under the auspices and 
mainly at the expense of the Emancipation Committee, it 
was not exclnsively their meeting. It was judged, and 
j jndged properly, that no worthy celebration of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of tbe day could be held unless as many 
as possible of the veterans of the anti-slavery movement 
in this country oonld be induced to take part in tbe pro¬ 
ceedings or to sanction them by their presence. This was 
tbe view Uken by Lord Brougham, and indeed we stipu¬ 
lated as the one essential condition of his presiding that 
all parties should noite to snpport him on the platform. 

It was upon this principle that the arrangements for the 
meeting were based ; and when you know the strong pre¬ 
judice against tbe Woman’s Bights qnestion, as it is called^ 
which exists in certain quarters, yon can, perhaps, form 
some idea of the awkwardness of the position in which we 
were placed. Lord Brougham’s coming at all depended 
upon the cooperation of persons who, we had reason to 
believe, were not prepared to recognize the right of I 
women to speak at public meetings, and we, therefore, in 
point of fact, had to choose between Lord Brougham and 
Mies Remond. As this was really the state of the case, I 
satisfied that we acted with wise discretion in the 
matter, and that we have done nothing that we need be I 
ashamed of or that we could wish to be undone. The 
Committee meeting at which this decision was arrived at 
the largest we have yet held, and the expression of | 
opinion on the subject was nnanimoas. Nor mast it, for 
a minnte, be enpposed that we personally entertained any 
objection to women speaking at public meetings. On the 
contrary, only a few days before, we held a meeting in 
Sontbwark entirely on Miss Remond’a accoant, and we 
were prepared to get np similar meetings in other parts 
of London, as opportnnity might serve. 

Trnsting that these explanations may prove satisfactory, 
and hoping to hear from yon again,

LETTERS FROM HARRIET MABTINEAU-No. XVI. 

October 18,1859. 

To the Editor of The National Anti-Slavery Standard. 

SlE : At this season of the British year, when there is 
no domestic news but of accidents, deaths, and marriages, 
some one topic may yet be usually traced as occupying 
tbe mind of society more than others; and this is the 
case during the recreative season of the present year. 
These autnmu months are a time of leisure and freedom 
to people who stay at home, and even to invalids who, 
like your correspondent, never cross the threshold, or are 
mixed up with the bustle of life in the world. Neighbors j 
are out on their travels; so are relatives and correspon¬ 
dents ; BO that there are few visitors, few letters, and lit¬ 
tle excitement of news. Thus the stay-aLbome people have 
leisure Vo discover the ideas that are predominant where 
men assemble, and to ponder them, in preparation for 
that social action which is enre to follow, sooner or later, 
an antnmn discussion as broad as tbe land. This is tbe 
season for gatherings of all kinds at which the presence 
of metropolitan notabilities is desired. There has been 
very sncceasfal meeting of tbe British Association for the j 
-Advancement of Science ; and to-day begins (at Brad- 
fdfd, Yorkshire) tbe third annual meeting of the Social 
Science Association. Almost daily there are agricnltnral 
festivals, at which trials of implements and of skill take 
place, and a dinner, which is followed by speeches, 
always worthy of note as signs of the times. The speakers 
zre often the Members for the county or chief town ; and 
the great landlord of the neighborhood, noble or gentle; 
and any distingnisbed soldier or sailor who calls that re¬ 
gion bis native place. In the great manafactoring towns 
there are meetings to do honor to high officials going 
abroad, or jnat retnrned home, such assemblages being 
often used to promote some movement which is lo appear 
in the next session of Parliament, in the ahaps of some re¬ 
form or some new measure. A good deal of this kind of | 
activity is going on at pteseot, while every public man 
busy citizens are on the move, sporting, or 
visiting country seaU, or travelling for refreshment. 
Everywhere the topic which tarns np seems to be the 

rms of labor and the condition of the laborer. 

It is natural to exclaim that this is the cooseqnence of 
the great strike in the building trades. No doubt that 
strike occupies a good deal of attention, and excites anx¬ 
ious consideration ; but if it had not happened till next 
year, the condition of the roral laborer wonld have been 
still the uppermost topic at the rural meetings. The 
trnth is, a great change has come over the farm-laborers 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and there is more to come. 

I well remember the days when British farmers 
burdened with panpers in each parish, and when they 
shifted off their difflcnlties by paying wages out of the 
rates. The degradation of the laborers wa 
what might be expected from snch management; but^ in 
the time of the old poor-law, it was difflcnlt to see I 
anylh'ng could be done. In hay and harvest limes 
were flooded with poor Irish, who came to fatten on Eng¬ 
lish diet, and earn money on which to drag through the 
winter. Now, all this is so changed that one can scarcely 
believe one bag witnessed the two condiUons with 
own eyes (an encouragement for you in the transition 
state of yonr Sonlhern labor market). The ravage of | 
pauperism has long been stopped by the reform of the 
poor-law, followed by the repeal of the corn-laws; and 
now we hear no more of earplns labor in parishes ; bnt, 
on the contrary, of difficulty and loss from defleieney of I 
hands. The crops have been injured in many diatricts by 
delay from want of hands to gather them. The Irish have 
not come, because they have now full employment and 
good wages at homo. Everywhere the exclamation has 
been that “ something mast be done before another 
year.” In other words, machinery must be adopted more 
and the willingness, and even zeal, with which which the 
laborers apply themselves to the use of mscbincry 
to show that they are aware how it will raise their posi- 
i, and even that they are already prepared for that 
higher position. Accordingly, we see attention now paid 
to snggeations that it is no longer accordant with the 
spirit of tbe time to reward men and women for beiog dili- 
|,-gent and respectable. MrJ Walter, chief proprietor of 
the Tima newspaper, has been preaching what I think 
good sermons, as far as they go, from one table to 
other of agricultnral meetings, tbongh I should be 
posed to go farther than be. In sabstance be says to 
members: “ You are very right to offer prizes for good 
plonghing, or successfnl management of stock, for any 
skill in tbe arts of tillage and grazing; bnt yon en¬ 
croach on a province in which yon have no bostnes.' 
when you give prizes for long service, or any form ol 
good moral oondnet.” So for I agree with him ; but not 
when be says that the employer is tbe proper person to 
reward such moral condnot. My doctrine is, a fair field 
for condnet and Its consequences, and no interference 
either to reward or paniab. But the disenasiou of tbe 
question showa that the laborer is a rising man; no longer 
a machine, but a skilled workman ; and tbe solicilnde 
shown about improved dwellings for his class, and edu¬ 
cation for hia children, teatifiea to tbe same fact. Thus 
find onrselves free at last from tbe two devonriog 
evils of onr social state—the growth of panperism and 
the misery of Ireland. When tbe farm-laborers become 
equal to their new condition and prospects, there will be 
little pauperism in rural districts, and Ireland is no 
of tbe moat rising conntriesIn tbe world. 

What the condition of labor is in tbe mechanical 
lions yon may judge by the great strike in tbe seven 
buildiog trades. If twenty thousand men in London 
throw down their tools in the midst of the busy season of 
the year, to obtain ten hoars’ waqes for nine boors’ 
work, yon may imagine that they must be proeperoos to 
be so abmrd. They were, in fact, earning from Sts. to 
jB 3 a week, for that moderate amonnt of labor; that is 
an income larger than that of tbonsands of clergymen, 
retired officers, military and naval, and fand-bolders* 
The demand has beeu nnlversally coudemned; and it 
now appears that tbe provincial members of those trades 
never approved it The masons positively refused to 
jjoin in it. It is a rather melancholy satire upon the 
movement that tbe bakers of London are endeavoring to 
proenre a redaction of tbe hours of labor to twelve 1 
Everybody sympathizes with this, and tbe employers not 
least; and the difficnlty is simply tbe practical one of | 
supplying London with hot bread without night labor. 
No doubt it will be done. Meanwhile the employers] 
have conquered in Rie quarrel of the boilders. There 
never could be any doubt that they wonld. Tbe 
Were wrong, from first to last, tbe many being the tools 
anJ victims of the nnscrapnlons and self-seeking few. 
Itjy not a strife about the boors and wages of a particn- 
lor season, bnt whether the employers shall henceforth 
be free to manage their own business on their 
mises, and tbe men to make their own bargains, or whether 
both shall be snbject to tbe control of some unknown 
irresponsible ceuLral anibority, ignorant and self-seeking 
—as in the case wherein the managers proposed to raise 
wages (t. e., to reduce boars) for the purpose of enforcing 
a tenth more laborers upon the employers. The more j 
men, tbe more wages, was their doctrine 7 The masters 
would employ no men but those who chose to be indepen¬ 
dent of Ba:h control, and now the employers have ob-1 
tained ten thonsand of snch free and independent work¬ 
men—enongb to carry on their works at this advanced 
period of the season. The poor slaves and dnpes of the 
hidden despotism, called tbe council of the trade, have 
now lost their time, their wages, and their engagement, 
and have only the worknonse to look forward to when the i 
bad weather comes. Bnt, again, they have no claim to 
the fund raised for the helpless, as they have refused 
work and good wages. It is a dreary prospect for them, 
and heavy retribution for trust in faiee gnidea. By the 
lan be the meaning of the New York stone 
masons supporting any part of this strike ? We are told 
from your side of the water that they are sending large 
sums of money to tbe masons here, who have actually re¬ 
pudiated the nine hours’ movement, and have only stood 
np for their set of rales, which are incompatible with the 
rights of citizenship and tbe lows of the land. The re¬ 
fusal of the masons to allow their rales to be tested by 
the law is the ground of difference between them and 
their employers, and not any conflict about the terms ol 
labor. It is not creditable to them ; and it seems scarcely 
possible that their case can be understood by their 
New York brethren. However, it looks as if an accom¬ 
modation were just at hand. 

Labor might, yon see, be highly prosperous here, and it 
so wherever iutelligenoe corresponds with the external 
cans. How is it elsewhere 2—a great question, since 
1 it depends at present the peace of the world. In 
France the depression is very severe. The uncertainty 
about peace, the constant apprehension of war,*the dark- 


ness^f ignorance in which the nation is stumbling, from 
the slavery of the press, all unite to paralyze commerce, 
and therefore to starve the working classes. Then the 
Emperor orders vast public works to relieve the artisans 
bnt these works cost money, raised by taxation; so it is' 
only catting otf the tep of the blanket to sew it on to the 
bottom, and the great annual deficit, which is bidden by 
fine words, but which yawns towards bankrnptcy, is sure 
lo^ be again aggravated. Protective laws deepen the 
mischief; and nnless a period of peace and free trade 
can be had soon, the Emperor may expect another revolu¬ 
tion (a perfectly unnecessary one) from tbe hanger of 
the working classes. Even worse than this, if possible, 
is the despot’s policy in the colonies. Yon may have seen 
what is the state of French Gniana. Tbe colored race 
interdicted from the pnrehase of land, and wholly at the 
mercy of the planters as to wages, so that they betake 
themselves to all ocenpations but that of tillage ; hence 
artificial deficiency of labor, and a demand for native 
Africans and Asiatics; hence the Emperor’s disguised 
slave trade, and tbe ontbreak of snch uistnrbances as that 
at Sbangbae, giving occasion for international wars* 
Snch is the miserable circle of bad policy—slaveholding 
policy. It ruins the colonies in which it exists; it deso¬ 
lates Africa, distnrbing iadnstry and commerce far be¬ 
yond the limits of the actnal slave-banting; it exaspe¬ 
rates China; it injures everybody all round, and serves 
nobody. I see you have reprinted in The Standaed Gov. 
Hincks’s speech, which shows so plainly bow all these 
mischiefs may be avoided, simply by a natnral nse of tbe 
labor existing within the colonies. 

What will yonr Sontbem fellow citizens do? They 
most make np their minds to some course, for tbe world 
will not bear the continnance of the African slave trade, 
tbe teeth of treaties. It is a graver matter than tbe 
San Jnan or any other difficnlty, and we hope yon will 
make yonr next President clearly nnderstand that British 
and Americans alike think it so. 

I snppose there is nothing for ns to say to each other 
abont the San J nan affair. If Fremont’s map, as adopted 
at Washington, is really in the hands of both govern¬ 
ments, with the dispnted islands on tbe British side of tbe 
colored frontier line, there seems to be no ground of dis- 
pnte. If it should be otherwise, beth governments seem 
disposed to consider it a matter for diplomatic SettlemenL 
Snch note as General Harney’s, ocenrring too often, on 
frontier or another, are much to be regretted, as 
lowering your national reputation for good sense and 
goo-i manners. We cannot say, each time, as yon do, 
that it is the act of a turbulent individual alone ; bnt, as 
long as the indivldnal is American, tbe discredit becomes 
American in time. If Governor Donglass has miseon- 
dncled himself in any way, the same remark will apply 
on the other side ; but at present wo hear no barm of I 
him. ' 

The delay in the settlement of Italian affairs, designed, 
apparently, to confonud them, bos tnrned out moat favor¬ 
ably for Italian liberty. We thonght so, at least, np to 
the day last week when the first outrage occurred—the 
ferocious murder of Ool. Anviti at Parmi. Many a good 
man would, I doubt not, have laid down his life to avert 
that act Patriots groun over it, and. of coarse, the 
despots gloat over it In all else tbe Italians have more 
than fulfilled the highest expectations. Tbe sullen oracle 
in France will soon cease to be an oracle If it will not 
speak. We trust that matters have gone too far 
the formation of an Italian kingdom to be stopped by 
pope, kiog, or kaiser, and the whole force of Eaglish in- 
flnenoe U on the side of the people of Italy. This may 
be one cause of the delay.

The entire history of political warfare in this conntry 
cannot fnrnish so dark a page as that of tbe last 
weeks. Partisan bitterneKs, political enmity, never before 
and I believe never will do it again, unless 
this continent is given np at once and entirely into the 
bands of tbe devil. 

We hare here in Wadlington a cleanly printed 
paper which appears every morning in tbe week, Mondays 
excepted. It is tbe organ of this Government—of tbe 
Adiuiulstralion—of Mr. Bnchanan. One would snppose 
that such a joarnal, however e irnest it might be in its 
advocacy of selfish principles, wonld bo condneted with 
something like fairness—would treat a political opponent 
with a slight degrettof courtesy. Bat for two weeks this 
joornal has been every morning crammed to repletion 
with tbe baldest of falsehoods aod the most silly forgeries. 

Day after day Mr. Seward, Mr. Chase, Mr. Hale and others 
have been charged with actnal cooperation with John 
I Brown in his invasion of “Old Virgiuny.” Forged 
‘ipeecbes have been put into the month of Mr. Giddings, 
calling npon the slaves to arm, and garbled extracts from 
iti-slavery speeches and newspapers have been published 
-all to convince the Sonth that tbe Republicans connte- 
nance the extirpation of slavery by the use of the sword. 

No—it is not so moeb to convince tbe South that these 
fabricated and oircnlated as it is to terrify Repub¬ 
licans into a desertion of some of their leaders. What is 
to be the upshot of all this lying ? Are the Republicans 
to be frightened into the abandonment of their principles? 

Will they take the more fondly to men like Tom Corwin, 
who go about the free States making pleas for tbe iniqni- 
slave-catehing statute? I confess I am in some 
donbt, but I still believe not. The effect of the strange 
adveotnre of Brown and his companions may temporarily 
affect the Repnblicans adversely, bnt in the end it will 
swell their vote by tens of tbonsands. At any rate, wbat- 
rer the effect may be npon political parties, it cannot fail 
I increase tbe anti-slavery aeoliment of the North. 

We shall have no more outside attacks npon slave 
States like that of John Brown and bis associates, 1 think; 
but the North will become more united against the system, 
and wiU see lo it that their representatives, in all the 
public positions to which men are elected, are of the right 
mettle. I have always deprecated such work as that at 
Harper’s Ferry, or the rnsning off of slaves. To come 
here and excite slaves to ran away is not only a foolish 
and dangerons business—it is crnel to the slave, when we 
consider the mass. 1 am more than ever confident 
slavery will fall through the force of Ideas—tbrongh 
argnment, appeal and entreaty. From this slave terri¬ 
tory I can look to yon at the North and perceive that 
what we want most just now is a unileJ North—u people 
there who, to a man, hatezlavery—a Northern sentiment 
which will not fur an instant tolerate lokewarmness in 
repreaentatire—which will do entire jostice to tbe free 
negro, make the fugitive safe iu every free State, and cut 
off from every Church a slaveholder as quick as a pirate. 

Create such a sentiment as this in the free States, and 
slavery will not live ten y. ars longer. It will make itself 
felt upon the South, and slavery will perish—not by the 
Sword, bnt by the Pea. 

John Brown will do a great work by his death npon 
Tirginia gallows. I can jndge of the intense feeling npt 
snbject in the free States by what I notice here, o 
slave soil. Host of onr citizens pity Brown and desire 
his pardon. A fierce slavery Democrat told me, the other 
morning, that he oonld not endare the idea of Brown’s 
death npon the scaffold. “ Why ?” asked I; “ if Brown 
is the sconndrel yon and your friends charge him to be, 
why not hong him? ” “ Well,” he replied, “ to be frank 
with you, I will not deny that I believe Brown is a noble 
I think he is wroog, that his ideas are wrong, 
that his condnet was wrong; but, then, he thinks he is 
right, and, as tbe motive makes the man, I believe John 
Brown is as brave and generous, thongh 
any of the heroes who, before him, have died for liberty.

THE LESSON OF THE HOUR* 


ii-iDiEs a!^Ge.n-ti.eme-v : i bfckb. nriiu me utmost 
sincerity wbe* say that I cannot expect—speaking from 
this platform, and to yoa—to say anything on the vital 
question of the hour which you have not already heard. 

I should not, in that sense, willingly have come here; 
but, when a great question divides the community, all 
men are c.dled upon to vote, and I feel to-night that I am 
simply giving my vote. I am only saying “ ditto ” to 
what you hear from this platform day after day. And 1 
wonld willingly have avoided, ladies and gentlemen, even 
at this last moment, borrowing this hoar from you. J 
tried to do better by you. Like the Irishman in the 
story, I offered to hold the hat of Hon. Thomas Corwin, 
of Ohio (enthusiastic applause), if he wOnld only make a 
speech, and, most unaccountably, I am sorry to say, he 
declined this generous ofihr (laughter). So I must fulfil 
my appointment, and deliver my little lecture myself. 

“ Tub Lessox ov the Hook 7 ” I think the lesson of 
the hour is insurrection (sensation). Insurrection of 
thought always precedes the insurrection of arms. The 
last twenty years have been insurrection of thought We 
seem to be entering on a new phase of the great moral 
American etrnggle. It seems to me that we have never 
accepted, as Americans—we have never accepted our 
own civilization. We have held back from the inference 
which we ought to have drawn from the admitted princi¬ 
ples which underlie our life. We have all the timidity of 
the old world, when we bead our eyes upon ideas of the 
people; we shrink back, trying to sr.ve ourselves from 
levltable might of the thoughts of the millions. The 
of civilization on the other side of the water seems to 
lat man is created to be taken care of by somebody 
God did not leave him fit to go alone; be is in 
everlasting pupilage to the wealthy and the educated. 
The religions or the comfortable classes are an ever-pre¬ 
sent probate court to take care of him. The Old V,''orld, 
therefore, has always distrusted the average coDScieuce- 
the common sense of the milliona 

It seems to me the idea of our civilization—underlying 
all American life—is that we do not need any protector. 
We need no safeguard. Not only the inevitable, but the 
best, power this side of the ocean is the unfettered average 
common sense of the masses. Institolions, as we are 
acenstomed to call them, are but pasteboard, and intended 
to be flgainst the thought of the street Statutes are 
mere mile-stones, telling how far yesterday’s thought bad 
travelled; and the talk of the sidewalk to-day is the law 
of the land. Somewhat briefly stated, such is the idea of 
American civilizition, uncompromising faith — in the 
average selfishness, if yen choose—of all classes, neutral¬ 
izing each other and tending toward that fair play that 
Saxons love. It seems to me that on all questions we 
dread thought; we shrink behind something; we acknow¬ 
ledge ourselves nacqual to the sublime faith of our fathers ; 
and the exhibition of the last twenty years and of the 
present state of public affairs is that Americans dread to 
look their real position in the face. 

They say in Ireland that every Irishman thinks that be 
was bom sixty days too late (laughter), and the world 
owes him sixty days. The consequence is, when a trader 
says such a.tbiog is so much for cash, the Irishman thinks 
cash means to him a bill of sixty days (laughter). So it 
is with Americans, They have no idea of absolute right 
They were born since 1787, and absolute right means the 
truth diluted by a strong decoction of tbe Constitution of 
’89. They are all in that atmosphere; they don’t want 
to sail outside of it; they do not attempt to reason outside 
of it For the last twenty years there has been going on, 
more or less heeded and understood in various States, an 
insurre^ioD of ideas against the limited, cribbed, cabined, 
isolated American civilization, interfering to restore abso- 
Infe right—not only that, but the recognition and convic¬ 
tion of absolute truth. If you said to an American, for 
instance, anything in regard to temperance, slavery, or 
ing else—in the coarse of the last twenty years— 
ing about a principle, be ran back inelautly to tbe i 
' of sneh a principle—to the possibility of its exist- ] 
lug with a peculiar sect, with a church, with a party, with 
a constitution, with a law. He had not yet raised him¬ 
self unto the level of daring to trust justice, which is the 
preliminary consideration to trusting the people; for 
whether native depravity be true or not, it is a truth, 
attested by all history, that tbe race gravitates towards jus¬ 
tice, and that, indulging all differences of opinion, there is 
an inherent essentia! tendency to the great English prin- j 
ciple of fair play at the bottom of onr natures (loud 
applause). The Emperor Nicholas, it is said, ordered ] 
Col. Whistler, one of his engineers, to lay down for him 
a road for a railway from St Fetersburg to Moscow, and. 
presently the engineers brought him in a large piece of] 
fine card-paper, on which was laid down, like a snake, the 
designed path for tbe iron locomotive between the two 
capitals. “ What’s that? ” said Nicholas. “That’s the 
best road,” was the reply. “ What do you make it 
crooked for?” “ Why, we turn this way to touch this 
great city, and to the left to reach that immense mass of 
people, and to the right again to suit tbe badness of that 
district.” “ Yes.” The Emperor turned tbe card over, 
made a new dot for Moscow and another for St. Peters¬ 
burg, took a ruler, made a straight line, and said, “ Build 
me that road ” (laughter). “ But what will become of 
that ddpot of trade, of that town?”

That was one evidence 
of progress. I believe in moral suasion. I believe the 
age of bullets is over. I believe that the age of ideas is 
come. I think that is the preaching of onr country. The 
old Hindoo dreamed, you know, that be saw the buman 
race led out to its varied fortune. First, he saw men 
bitted and curbed, and the reins went back to an iron 
haufi. But his dream changed on and on, until at last he 
saw men led by reins that came from the brain and went 
back into an unseen hand. It was the type of govern¬ 
ments ; tbe firet a government of despotism, palpable, 
iron; and the last, our goverumept, a government ol 
brains, a government of ideas. I believe in it—in public 
opinion. Yet, let me say, in passing, that I think you 
can make a better use of iron than forging it into ebaina. 
if yoo-must have the metal, put it into Sharp’s rifles. It 
is "a great deal tetter used that way than in fetters—a 
great deal belter than io a clumsy statue of a TOck great 
mnP; for hypocrites to kneel down and worship in a Spate- 
house yard (loud and renewed cheers and great hissing). 

1 am BO unused to hisses lately that I have forgotten what 
I had to say (laughter and hisses). I only know I meant 
what I did say. 

My idea is pnblic opinion, literature, edueafion, as 
governing elements. But some men seem to think that 
onr iosliiulions are necessarily safe because we have free 
schools and cheap books, and a public opinion that con¬ 
trols. Bnt that is no evidence of safety. India and 
China have had schools, and a school .“ystem almost iden¬ 
tical with that of Massachusetts, for fifieeo handred yearp'. 
And books were as cheap in Central and Northern Asia 
as they are in New York. But they have not seenred 
liberty, nor seenred a controlling public opinion, to either 
uation. Spain for three centuries had municipalities and 
town governments, as independent and self-aupporli^g, 
and as representative of thought, as New England or 
New York has. Bnt that did not save Spain. De 
Tocqneville says that fifty years before the great revpln- 
tioD public opinion was as omipotent in France as it is 
toKlay, but it did not save France. You cannot save 
men by machinery. What India, and Prance, and Spain 
wanted was live men, and that is what we want to-day ; 
men who are willing to look their own destiny, and their 
own functions, and their own responsibilities, in the face. 
“ Grant me to see, and Ajax asks no more,” was the prayer 
that the great poet pot into the lips of his hero in the 
darkness that overspread the Grecian camp. All we 
want of American citizens is the opening of their own 
eyes and seeing things as they are. To the intelligent, 
thoughtful and determined gaze of twenty millions ol 
Christian people, there is nothing, no institation wick^ 
and powerlhl enongh to be capable of standing against it. 
In Keats’s teuntiful poem of “ Lamia ” a young man had 
been led captive by a phantom girl, and was her slave of 
beauty, until tbe old teacher came in and fixed his 
thoughtful eye upon tbe figure and it vanished, and the 
pupil started Op himself again. You see the great 
Commonwealth of Virginia, fitly represented by a pyra¬ 
mid standing upon its apex. A Oonnecticut-born man 
entered at one corner of her dominions, ami fi.xed bis cold 
grey eye upon the government of Virginia, and it alini^t 
vanished in his Very gate. - For it seems that Virginia 
asked leave “ to te” of Johit &own at Harper’s Ferry 
(cheers and applause). Cooowtoat has sent out many 
a school-master to the other IWr^ States; but never 
before so grand a teacher as that Ltfchfield-born school¬ 
master at Harper’s Ferry, writing' upon tbe Natural 
Bridge, in the face of nations, his simple copy, “ Resist¬ 
ance to tyrants is obedience to God ” (loud cheers).

01 no; it was 
rather those who flung themselves, at Lexington, few and 
feeble, against the embattled ranks of an empire till then 
thought irresistible. Elderly men in powdered wigs and 
red velvet smoothed their ruffles and cried “ madmen.” 
Full-fed custom-house men said, “ A pistol-shot against 
Gibraltar!” But Oapt. Ingraham, under the stars and 
stripes, dictating terms to tbe fleets ot the Cwsars, was 
only the echo of the Lexington guc. Harper’s Ferry is 
the Lexington of to-day. Up to this moment Brown’s 
life has been one nnmixed buccck. Prudence, skill, 
courage, thrift, knowledge of his time, knowledge of his 
opponents, undaunted daring in the face of the nation— 
be had all these. He was the man who conid leave 
Kansas and go into Missouri and take eleven men and 
give them to liberty, and bring them eff on the horses 
which he carried with him, and two which he took as 
tribute from their masters in order to facilitate escape. 
Then, when he has passed his human proteges from the 
vulture of the United States to the safe shelter of the 
Eoglish lion, this is tbe brave, frank and sublime truster 
in God’s right and absolute jnstice, that entered his name 
io the city of Cleveland, “ John Brown, of Kansas,” and 
advertised there two horses for sale, and stood in front ol 
the auctioneer’s stand, notifying all bidders of the defect 
in the title (laughter). But he added with nonchalance, 
when he told the story, “ they brought a very excellent 
nrice ” (laughter). This is the man who, in tbe face ot 
the nation, avowing his right, and endeavoring by whai 
strength he bad in behalf of the wronged, down to 
HarMr’s Ferry to foUow up his work.
